A cablegram went from Mos- 


(Nobel Prize) 
award in the so- 
ciety I live in, 
I ought to say 
no thanks to the 
undeserved prize 
awarded me. Do 
not take my voluntary refusal 
with any ill will. . . .” Boris 
Pasternak. 


There is a text— 


“Because of the meaning at- 


tributed to it in the society in 
which I live... .” 


Boris Pasternak lives just out- 
side Moscow. 


He is 68 years old. 


He is a poet, scholar and trans- 
lator. Indeed, he is as well known 
as a translator of Shakespeare's 
plays and sonnets into Russian 
as for his own poems. ; 


For 10 years he worked on a 
novel of Soviet life. It tentatively 
was accepted—before it was read 
—for publication in Russia. At the 
same time Pasternak sent a copy 
of the manuscript to his literary 
agent in Italy. 


Then came the severe frown 
from official Moscow. The book 
would not be published. Indeed, 
Pasternak was placed under a 
certain restraint. He was not to 
leave his home area. 


An Error 

Pasternak had made, insofar 
as his literary career in Russia 
was concerned, an error. He had 
written truthfully out of his own 
experience and that of others with 
whom he had lived, worked and 
shared the dangers and privations 
of war and peace. The novel's 
central character, after growing 
to manhood in the Communist 
environment, pronounced this con- 


clusion: 


“The great majority of us (in 
Russia) are required to live a 
life of constant, systematic du- 
plicity. Your health is bound to 
be affected if, day after day, you 
say the opposite of what you feel, 
if you grovel before what you 
dislike and rejoice at what brings 
you nothing but misfortune... .” 

It was, of course, anti-Marxist. 
It said what was in the hearts 
and minds of millions of Russians. 

The book was never published 
in Russia. 


But the Italian publisher 
brought it out in Italy. The book 
was widely read. The life of “Dr. 
Zhivago” became familiar to hun- 
dreds of thousands of European 
readers and now Americans are 
reading it. 


Nobel Prize 


The novel received the Nobel 
Prize for 1958. 


This was more than the Rus- 
sians could take. They had not 
allowed the book to be printed. 
No Russian had read it. But they 
could not keep down word that 
this Soviet citizen, previously one 
of their literary heroes, had won 
a Nobel Prize for a book critical 
of Communist life. So they had 
to downgrade him. Literary Mos- 
cow, Pravda and Izvestia wrote 
of it in the manner of the fa- 
miliar hate-sheets in this country 
which seek to deceive our people 
about the court, the government, 
the presidency, the truth. Said 
Literary Moscow: 

“Having made this award for 
an artistically squalid, malicious 
work replete with hatred of social- 

bourgeois 


Then followed Nobel Prizes for 
three Soviet scientists. Their 
award was accepted. But Paster- 
nak already had been stripped of 
his right to work and his free- 
dom of movement. But all is not 
lost. Inescapably some persons in 
Russia will wonder why one Nobel 
Prize is a malicious tool of im-

said a public accounting is in 
order.

Grooms Thursday dismissed a Ne- 
gro suit attacking Birmingham's 
bus segregation law on the 
grounds that the ordinance itself 
has been repealed, 


Earlier the U.S. District Court 
judge had refused to permit 21 
Negro plaintiffs to amend their 
suit to attack a new legal barrier 
adopted by the City Commission 
in an effort to preserve segre- 
gated seats. 


The new ordinance does not 
mention segregated seating but 
empowers bus drivers to assign 
passengers to seats. Birmingham 
Transit Co., operator of the buses, 
posted signs requiring white per- 
sons to sit from the front and 
Negroes from the rear as they 
did while the segregation law 
was in effect. 


Fourteen Negroes defied the 
new ordinance last week and two 
of them were given jail sen- 
tences which are being appealed. 


Grooms said he was acting in 
view of the repeal of the segrega- 
tion ordinance two weeks ago.

The charges were made in an 
indictment returned by the Fulton 
Grand Jurv after Williams spent 
an hour and 10 minutes before the 
jury. 

The revenue commissioner ap- 
peared before the jury under a 
special law which allows state 
officials to be notified of indict- 
ments proposed against them. Wil- 
liams was served earlier this 
week with a copy of a three-count 
indictment the jury was consider- 
ing against him. 

DELETED ALLEGATION 

The indictment returned Thurs- 
day contained two of the same 
charges contained in the one 
served on him, but deleted an al- 
legation that he conspired with 
Gordon E. Bagley, a revenue em- 


ete to distribute Campaign lit- 


erature for gubernatorial aspirant 
W. T. Bodenhamer. 


The charges contend that Wil- 
liams conspired with his son, T. 
V. Williams Jr., and three reve- 
nue employes to cheat the state 
out of the services of the em- 
ployes. 


Each count carries a possible 
prison sentence of two to ten 
years. 


Williams appeared at the office 
of Fulton Sherif* T. Ralph Grimes 
two hours after the indictment was 
returned anJ posted a $1,000 bond 
on the charges.

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Officials Are Bound 
By Our Laws, Too 


The growing list of indictments against 
state officials for alleged law violations is 
shocking, to say the least, to all of us. 


Whether or not the indictments result 
in convictions, they should have an effect 
in the best interests of taxpayers who 
must meet the bills for state government. 
Officials are being reminded and Geor- 
gians are being reassured that the courts 
do have power to investigate and to call 
to account those who may have abused 
their trust. 

Once more it should be pointed out 
that the Fulton County Grand Jury, Sol. 
Webb’s office and Special Investigator 
Paul Cadenhead are doing a job for all 
the people of the state. Moreover, it is a 
job which is within their legal authority 
and called for when state officials charged 
with such responsibility have failed to 
take action. 

In this connection, Gov.-Nominate 
Vandiver’s statement a few days ago 
should become the rule of his own and 
every succeeding state administration. 
“Department heads, officials and employ- 
es in my administration,” said Mr. Van- 
diver, “will know they must respect and 
abide by the same laws that apply to the 
man in the street.” 

Meanwhile, the scandal which has de- 
veloped in the purchasing department de- 
serves closest scrutiny by the grand jury 
and Mr. Cadenhead. Certainly all facts 
should be established about the $7,500 
allegedly paid William C. Massee, re- 
signed assistant purchasing agent, by 
George Whitman Jr. 

The legislative committee’s charges of 
perjury against Mr. Massee as well as 
Mr. Whitman’s role in the matter should 
be thoroughly explored. Mr. Whitman 
figuratively has thumbed his nose at the 
committee, albeit with a long and loud 
blast at Atlanta newspapers. All of Mr. 
Whitman’s dealings with the state, while 
serving as chairman of the State Board of 
Education, are subjects for jury examina- 
tion. 

Elected and appointed officials are not 
above the law. They must respect and 
abide by the same laws that apply to the 
man in the street. Titles and offices ex- 
empt no man from the rules which apply 
to us all. Let this fact be established once 
and for all.

If further evidence is needed that the 
South must not put all its eggs in the 
protective tariff basket, we have it from 
Cecil Shilstone, of the Shilstone Testing 
Laboratory, New Orleans, La, His firm 
checks the quantity and quality of imports 
and exports for buyers and sellers. 

“The South’s economy now depends to 
a large extent on foreign trade,” he de- 
clared. New. Orleans, which with Hous- 
ton is a gateway to the South, has be- 
come the second largest port in the na- 
tion. New York is first. The inland water- 
ways and the Southern ports, of which 
Savannah is an increasingly important 
one, are putting the South more and more 
in foreign trade.

Traffic Accidents Cost 
Half That of New Cars 


For every dollar Americans spent last 
year for new cars another 50 cents was 
paid for the cost of traffic accidents. 

This startling bit of information was 
disclosed to the annual conference of the 
International Assn. of Chiefs of Police in 
Miami this week, The informant was Guy 
E. Mann, Hartford, Conn., insurance ex- 
ecutive, whose business it is to te con- 
cerned about such things. 

Traffic accidents in this country in 
1957 cost $7,250,000,000—more than half 
the cost of all new cars sold. If accident 
costs continue to rise at the present rate, 
the annual bill 10 years from now will be 
15 billion dollars, “or more than enough 
to give every employed person another 
$200 of consumer buying power.” 

Mr. Mann also attacked the tendency 
of some safety organizations to point 
with pride to the fact that the traffic 
death rate appears to be leveling off at 
between 38,000 to 40,000 deaths a year. 
Not only is this reasoning false, it takes 
no account of the thousands of cripples 
sey survive though handicapped through

Win Nobel 


In Medicine 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — 
The 1958 Nobel Prize in Medi- 
cine and Physiology was awarded 
Thursday to three American scien- 
tists for their work on problems of 
heredity. The work could have 
strong bearing on the future of 
cancer research. 


One half of the $41,420 prize goes 
to Dr. Joshua Lederberg, 33, of 
the University of Wisconsin and 
the other half to Drs. E. L. Tatum, 
49; of New York’s Rockefeller In- 
stitute, and George Wells Beadle, 
55, of the California Institute of 
Technology. 


The award was the fourth Nobel 
Prize for this year. The only other 
Nobel Prize remaining to be 
awarded, for peace, will be an- 
nounced later. 


GENETIC MATERIAL 


In awarding half of the medical 
prize to Lederberg the committee 
said it was “for his discoveries 
concerning genetic recombination 
and the organization of the genetic 
material of bacteria.” 


a 


The term genetic recombination 
means sexual life.in the world of 
bacteria. Lederberg discovered 
that from the geneticists’ view- 
point “this corresponds exactly to 
the normal sexual fertilization in 
the higher organisms.” 


The committee said the other 
half of the prize goes to Beadle 
and Tatum ‘“‘for their discovery 
that genes act by regulating spe- 
cific chemical processes.” 


FIRST CHANCE 


Prof. Torbjorn Casperson of the 
awarding group, an expert on ge- 
netics, said this discovery had 
‘offered the first chance to under- 
stand the mode of action of the 
genes”’ and is one of the founda- 
tions of modern genetics. 


The research of the two Ameri- 
cans was based largely on a red 
bread mold called neurospora 
crassa. Any strain of this mold 
can be multiplied a million times 
in two days with genetic change. 
By disturbing the function of its 
genes, researchers have been able 
in a short time to figure out some 
fundamental chemical mechanism 
of heredity.

WERE INTERPRETED 


Warren’s words were interpret- 
ed, in part, as a reply to criticism 
directed at the Supreme Court. 
Some of the critics, including 
state chief justices, have accused 
the court of invading the legis- 
lative field and trying to set poli- 
cy cases relating to federal and 
state relationships. 


“We hear a great deal these 
days,” the speaker said, ‘about 
the relationship of the federal | 
government to the state govern- | 
ments, and in some parts of the 
country the cry is being heard 
that the federal government is in- 
fringing upon what is known as 
states’ rights. 


“There may have been times in 
our history when the federal gov- 
ernment beeame too deeply in- 
volved in matters that were the 
proper prerogatives of the states, 
but ig my opinion this has geén- 
erally happened only when the 
states themselves have failed to 
meet the needs of the people. 


HUMAN KNOWLEDGE 

“When the state governments 
fail to satisfy the needs of the 
people, the people appeal to the 
federal government. Whether the 
question is one of the advance- 
ment of human knowledge through 
research, of law and order, or of 
the right of all persons to equal 
protection of the law, the federal 
government need become involved 
only when the states fail to act.” 


There need be no fear of con- 
flict between the states and the 
federal government, the chief jus- 
tice asserted, “‘as long as we look 
upon the institution of government 
as the servant of all the people.”

. Extra Parking Fee 
Faces Big Hurdles

An Atlanta parking operator’s proposal to charge 
one and a half times normal rates for longer and 
wider cars (see Thursday’s Atlanta Constitution) 
~e to leap a few hurdles if he hopes to make 
it stick. 


Nor are they inconsiderable hurdles. 


For one thing, there’s the fact that downtown Atlanta’s off- 
street parking facilities are rarely filled to capacity. 
_—— = For another, higher rates would hardly en- 
| courage the additional business parking men are 
hunting. 


Also, since parking space supply is growing 
at a faster rate than demand, it is claimed that 
rates here have just naturally settled at a lower 
level than in many other cities. 

What’s more, auto manufacturers and deal- 
ers are not expected to react kindly toward such 
a notion. 

' Finally, there are competitors, like Roy Liv- 
And Roy, who does not think much of Ed Gunby’s premium 


rate idea, has facilities that park in the neighborhood of 15,000 
cars a day—or more than a trifle. 


Says he, “‘I wouldn’t consider it for a minute. 


“Tf a customer drives in here, my job is to park his car— 
not criticize it. 


“Our garages are designed to handle any cars. If they don't, 
that’s my headache, not the customers’. I won't discriminate 
against anyone just because he has a bigger car than someone 
else. 


“Why, that would be like an airline charging a 200-pound man 
more than a 100-pound woman simply because, by his very nature, 
he is heavier.” 


Getting back to the other hurdles: 
Both Gunby and Livingston say that, day in and day out— 


even at peak hours—the downtown facilities have too many empty | 


stalls. 
In other words, more space than customers. 


First in the nation in the number of downtown parking spaces 
created since World War II, numbering 11,446, Atlanta now has 
22,641 off-street spaces in the central core of six-tenths of a square 
mile. Another 1,000 are in either construction or planning stages. 


Says Livingston, ‘“‘We’re overbuilt.”” But at the same time he’s 
planning more because of a good opportunity that’s come his way. 


Says Gunby, “There are only two or three days out of the 
year—such as during the annual after-Thanksgiving sale—when 
you can’t find a vacancy close to your destination.” 


As for rates. both claim it’s about 30 per cent cheaper to 
park in Atlanta than in any other city of comparable size. 


And both would like to see higher rates, with Gunby favoring 
a size premium right now, and Livingston a ‘‘natural’”’ increase in 
all rates whenever demand catches up with supply. 


“First,” he adds, “we need customers.” 


Meanwhile, Cadillac, Lincoln, Continental, Imperial, Mercury, 
Buick, Oldsmobile and Pontiac owners will—at worst—have a 
choice between regular and premium parking rates.

South was now determined to 
settle for no less than a small 
slam and he showed the ace of 
clubs. When his partner revealed 
the heart control, his enthusiasm 
for a grand slam waned, for it 
now appeared that the minor suit 
holdings were not solid. So South 
bid six spades without further 
ado. 


West opened the queen of dia- 
monds which was taken in the 
dummy. Declarer drew trumps 
and cashed the ace of hearts dis. 
carding a low club. He then 
played A-K of clubs and ruffed a 
club but when East showed out on 
the third round he was unable to 
establish the fourth card of that 
suit. As yet there was no cause 
for alarm as the contract was as- 
sured if the diamonds were 3-2. 
But when West showed up with 
four diamonds declarer was com- 
pelled to lese two tricks and go 
down one on an apparently hard 
luck deal, 


South’s pleas, however, were 
not entitled to a sympathetic audi- 
ence for a simple calculation will 
show that declarer can claim six 
spade tricks, three clubs, one 
heart and two diamonds At worst 
he need only give up a club trick.
